An ACT to prevent the Infection and Spreading of 
the Small Pox, from a Veſſel belunging to Amos 
Woodward, Merchant. e 


DEITTENAC TE D, by the Right Honourable the Lord Pro: 
D prietary, by and with the Advice aud Conſent of His Lordſhip's 
Governor, and the Upper and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the 
Authority of the ſame, That it ſhall not nor may be lawful, upon any 
Pretence whatſoever, for any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, belonging to, 
or now on Board, the Veſſel or Snow called the Charming Molly, to come 
on Shore into the City of Annapolis, or elſewhere within this Province; 
nor to bring, land, or put on Shore, any Goods, Wares, or Merchandizes, 
from on Board the ſaid Veſſel, for and during the Space of Four Months, 
without having firſt obtained a Licence from the Governor of this Pro- 
vince, or ſuch other Perſon as he ſhall appoint ; on Pain of forfeiting One 
Hundred Pounds Current Money of Maryland, for every Offence againſt 
this Act; One Half to the Lord Proprietary, for Support of Government, 
the other Half to him or them who will ſue for the ſame: To be recovered 
by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information, wherein no Eſſoin, Pro- 
tection, or Wager of Law ſhall be allowed. | 


ANDBEITENACTED, by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
any Perſon who ſhall go on Board the ſaid Veſſel, and ſhall return on 
Shore before the End of Four Months, without ſuch Licence as aforeſaid, 


ſhall be liable to the ſame Pains and Penalties, as Perſons coming on 
Shore from on Board the ſaid Veſſel. 


AND BE IT LIKFWISE ENACTED, That if any Ser- 

vant or Slave, ſhall go on Board the ſaid Veſlel, and come on Shore from 
on Board the ſame, within Four Months, without ſuch Licence as afore- 
aid, fuch Offender ſhall be whipped at the Publick Whipping Poſt, with
